MUTILATED BODY 
REVEALS MURDER 


Two Hunters Find Headless 
Corpse Near Reading, 


Head, Arms and Cheat Are Misting 


and No Clue to Identity—Was Dead 


Probably Two Months. 


Reading, Pa., Nov. 2.—A mysterioua 
murder was discovered by gunners on 
the Neversink mountain, near this 
city. 
The body of a man, with the head, 
arm s and cheet missing, was found, 
partly covered by leaves. 
The body 
had been completely and cleanly cut 
through as by a dissecting knife just 
below the juncture of the arm s and 
the trunk. 
W here the upper part of the body la 
and who this victim of foul play was 
constitute a m ystery on which the 
whole efforts of the Reading police 
and the Berks county coroner’s office 
are directed. 
The man apparently had been dead 
two months, and it seems probable 
that he was a resident of Philadelphia. 
Copies of Philadelphia papers of Aug. 
30 were found in his clothing, and a 
hat lying nearby bears the trade m ark 
of a Philadelphia store. The rest of 
the clothing was unmarked. 


Gunners Find Body. 
George Kemp and Edward Binger 
man. both residents of Reading, are 
the gunners who made the discovery. 
They were out for a day’s shooting on 
Neversink mountain and had wandered 
in quest of game near Black Bear. 
There, alm ost covered by leaves, they 
stum bled across the body, m utilated 
and badly decomposed. 
The gunners were quick to realise 
that It was a case of murder, and hur­ 
riedly got into 
communication with 
the Reading police authorities. Coro­ 
ner W agner and detectives Im m ediate­ 
ly went to the scene and searched for 
evidence a sto the m an’s identity and a 
clue to his slayer. 
Their search was rewarded only by 
the finding of the black derby hat 
about tw enty feet distant from the 
body. They were battled for the tim e 
being by the failure to find the arm s, 
upper part of the trunk, anil especially 
the head. 
If the head were found, they felt, 
the identity of the man could be estab­ 
lished, and then the motive for the 
m urder could be uncovered. W ith this 
to work from the detectives were san­ 
guine of their ability to solvi* the mys­ 
tery of the tragedy. 
Coroner W agner expressed the be­ 
lief .after careful exam ination of the 
condition of the body, that the man 
had been dead fully two months, indi­ 
cated by th e fact that the new spapers 
’ouiid were dated Aug. 30. 
In addition to the derby hat, part 
of a white shirt also was found, but 
it bore no m ark. The rest of tile m an’s 
clothing consisted of a navy blue serfs 
coat, with a vewt to match, aud grsy 
trousers with a large stripe a Hula 
darker in shade. An em pty w allet was 
found in one j*ocket with a keyring 
bearing a Yale & Towne lock key and 
i trunk key. A comb and a horseshoe 
nail completed the list of articles dis­ 
covered on the body. 


Woman Heard Three Shots. 
Strengthening the theory th at the 
man was killed on Aug 30 is the tale 
told by Mrs J. II. MacEarland. wife of 
the owner of a hotel nearby. She says 
she heard three shots tired on the 
night of Aug. 30 and thinks the man 
may have been killed on th at occ* 
slon. 
Mrs. MacEarland heard the shots 
xtamt l l p. in. aud says she looked 
out of the window toward the hill to 
see what the trouble was. A moment 
later she heard an autom obile start 
away as if it had stopped at the edge 
of the park. The m otor dashed south­ 
ward on the Philadelphia pike. 
She 
ouh\,not tell how many persons were 
in the automobile, aa the night was 
too dark.

Peace Effort* Failed and Labor Lead­ 


er* Threaten to Paralyze Business 


In M etropolis— Police Quell Riots. 


New 
York, Nov. 2.— A conference 
that had been arranged for between 
express 
com pany officials, Governor 
Fort, of New Jersey; the m ayor of Jer­ 
sey C ity, a representative of Mayor 
Gaynor and a com m ittee of strikers 
was called off. 
M ayor 
W ittpenn, of Jersey C ity, 
however, had a conference with some 
of the strik e leaders. He would not 
talk concerning what had been done 
looking to a settlem ent. 
W hen the news was received at the 
strik ers’ headquarters it was announc­ 
ed that a general strike of team sters. 
Involving 30,OuO men, would be declar­ 
ed and that the paralysis of the busi­ 
ness of the city by a w ithdraw al of all 
union drivers and chauffeurs would 
begin. 
T he 
strikers 
have another 
grievance, in that policem en are rid­ 
ing as guards on express wagons. 
Strore Drivers Out. 
The strik e of the departm ent store 
drivers, 
w hich 
started 
at 
Glm bel 
B rothers’, has spread to M acy’s. Abra­ 
ham tk S trau s’ drivers and helpers in 
Brooklyn also struck. The strtko lead­ 
ers 
ay thai. the drivers and helpers 
of three prom inent M anhattan depart* 
meat stores will also com e out. 
Th** strik e has extended to N ew­ 
ark, w here a number of drivers went 
out. 
T here w as rioting in m any parts of 
Jorsoy C ity and in M anhattan. 
For 
the m ost part, however, the outbreaks 
were quickly quelled by the police. 
The first disorder In M anhattan oc­ 
curred on Madison avenue, wht-n a re­ 
serve squad of police started to dis­ 
perse a mob of some 300 strik ers and 
their sym pathisers, who w ere alack 
Ing an Am erican E xpress com pany’s 
wagon. A pitched battle began. Broken 
bottles, Rf ones aud other bandy mis 
Biles flew through the air and the big 
night 
stick s of the bluecoats 
were 
swung about. The strike sym pathizers 
in a few m inutes took to th eir heel*, 
leaving three of their com rades in tbs 
hands of the police. 
Som e Prospect of Peace. 
P ossible results are looked for from 
tho 
conferences 
held by Governor 
Fort, of New Jersey, with representa­ 
tives of the strikers in Jersey City 
and later with express com pany offl- 
rials in M anhattan. It was stated that 
the New Jersey executive has m ads 
known to the com pany officials what 
the strik e rs’ demands were. W hile bo 
official statem ent on the result of the 
conference could be had, it w as under­ 
stood th at all but one of the com ­ 
panies 
w ere willing to consider the 
chief dem and of the strik ers— recogni­ 
tion of th eir union. 
T he N ational Civic Federation look­ 
ed over the situation with a view of 
possibly bringing about an am icable 
agreem ent 
between the expressm en 
and the various com panies affected. 
John M itchell, a m em ber of the ex­ 
ecutive council, cam e to this city and 
went at once to the offices of the fed­ 
eration. T h ere he held a long confer­ 
ence w ith several of the federation 
officers, 
discussing 
at 
length 
the 
strike troubles. 
T he Interborough. O. K 
com pany, 
New Y ork T ransfer and Dodd’s E x­ 
press 
com pany drivers and helpers 
went out.
